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Mayor suggests 2 ad hoc committees to solve problems 


Mayor Clem Bartolai at last week’s City Coun¬ 
cil meeting called for the appointment of two ad hoc 
committees, one the Ad Hoc Revenue Source Com¬ 
mittee, and the other an Ad Hoc Finance Commit¬ 
tee. 

The former, the revenue source committee, 
would work with staff and be specifically assigned to 
develop new revenue sources, he said. 

“Ultimately, their findings would be brought to 
the council for discussions, public hearings and im¬ 
plementation.” 

The other committee, the finance committee, 
would “review management letters, auditors’ 
statements and oversee the implementation of the 


conclusions ot the auditor’s latest report.” 

Bartolai told The News Tuesday morning that 
what eventually will come from the Revenue Source 
Committee will be ways to acquire revenue from 
residents, such as assessment districts. 

“These will have to be long-term suggestions, 
not just donations. They will be long-term com¬ 
mitments, perpetual types to continue on and on, 
not just a wish list but something stable. We need to 
develop an amount (of money that the city needs to 
continue operation) and then go before the people.” 

Bartolai said it was premature to discuss a list of 
those who might be appointed to the finance group 
but that there were two potential appointees, two of 


whom are accountants. “There is also a third poten¬ 
tial who is another accountant.” Bartolai added. 

“We will work at the next meeting. Sept. 28, on 
accounting practices within the city at the present 
time and see how well we’re doing. We need to fix 
immediately the problems pointed out by the 
auditors,” Bartolai said. 

The council will pass a resolution at the next 
meeting, affirming action suggested by both the city 
auditors and the city attorney. That resolution will 
make sure that all paperwork has been completed. 

At last week’s City Council meeting. Bob Eichel 
of Edwards, Eichel and Berbanek, Sierra Madre’s 
auditors, suggested additional user fees. For in¬ 


stance, he said, there was a $2.5 million improve¬ 
ment on the water system in Sierra Madre with no in¬ 
crease in fees. He also said that last year’s “excess of 
$200,0(X) to Metropolitan Water District was not 
passed on.” 

Prospects for the future is in the citizens’ hands, 
he said. “It may be necessary (for residents) to pay 
more to maintain the city.” 

Mayor Bartolai will provide The News with a 
“process of healing” report which will include his 
own personal observations concerning attempting to 
initiate a healing process within the village of Sierra 
Madre.

George Washington was one of the most effec¬ 
tive Chief Executives the country has ever had. 

As Commander of the Continental Army dur¬ 
ing the Revolution, Washington had guided his 
country to independence. As presiding officer of the 
Constitution Convention of 1787, he had also been a 
major influence when the plans for the federal 
government were drawn up. Moreover, he had 
always performed with a dignity and evenhanded 
forcefulness that had, by the late 1780s, t ransformed 
him in the eyes of his countrymen into a kind of 
demigod. Thus, when Americans settled down to 
electing their first president under the newly ratified 
Constitution, they considered George Washington 
as the only logical choice.

One of the past Sierra Madre mayors in the aud¬ 
ience at last week’s City Council meeting, Bruce 
Crow, was one of those who spoke in support of 
recently-resigned City Administrator Jim McRea. 

McRea resigned following accusations by Com¬ 
mittee at Large, a group of Sierra Madre residents, 
who believed he had “moved around” finances in 
the city. At Tuesday’s council meeting. City At¬ 
torney Charles Martin absolved him of wrong-doing 
and pointed to ways that the city could keep belter 
books. 

Crow said, “When I first met him (McRea), 1 
didn’t know the man. In my view, I got a good ex¬ 
planation whenever I asked him questions. Jim 
never lied to me. I’m trying to sort out the auditor’s 
and legal opinions. It looked like (your decision) was 
a foregone conclusion. There was not anything ob¬ 
viously wrong. I think you should try to work with 
problems and solve them internally. It would be nice 
to go back to a harmonious council trying to work 
out problems rather than get rid of people. I have 
concerns about the way things are going.” 


Other past mayors at ilie meeting that evening 
were Roy Buchan, Charles Corp and Tom Edwards. 

Robert Van Buskirk presented the council with 
a petition signed by 150 people, supporting McRea. 
He told the council, “When 1 heard Mr. McRea was 
going to resign I was disappointed and saddened...! 
have visited many homes and find that this city is not 
polarized. In the 100 to 200 people 1 talked with, on¬ 
ly two or three were in agreement with dismissing 
McRea. The vast majority appreciate his work for a 
job well done...The common folk support Jim 
McRea.” 

Joylouise Smith said she felt the “entire situa¬ 
tion was precipitous. I feel Mr. McRea’s admission 
of resignation was accepted too quickly. The Com¬ 
mittee at Large had Homeowners/Residenis 
Association members and that group should have 
been polled without the backing of 
membership...How are we able to take on a new city 
manager and pay the amount of money? 

The Committee at Large was instrumental in ac¬ 
cusing McRea of financial indiscretions such as bor- 


lowiiig iiuin aesignated tunds to maintain the 
General Fund. 

Stan Hutchinson, former Parks and Recreation 
Commission member, said, “I think you had 
McRea’s head served on a platter. 1 have the best in¬ 
terests of the city at heart. Now who’s next?...I’m 
upset with what’s going on in this community.”

'Role of the press’ 

The important roll of * 
small town press news- ^ 
papers like the Sierra * 
Madre News have kept ‘ 
people well-informed ' 
about the Constitution ’ 
for over 200 years, ' 
contributing to Ameri¬ 
ca’s greatness. The 
Sierra Madre News is 
one of the most excel¬ 
lent small town newspa¬ 
pers in the United States 
of America and has al¬ 
ways explored the Con¬ 
stitution’s merit with 
outstanding success. 

"At no time in this 
nation’s history has the 
press played a more 
significant role in the 
shaping of public opin¬ 
ion than during the 
great battles over ratifi¬ 
cation of the Constitu¬ 
tion. 

"The Philadelphia 
Convention met in 
secret session, and the 
nile of secrecy was 
vigilantly enforced by 
its highly respected 
presiding officer, 
George Washington. 
There were no specta¬ 
tors and no reporters. 

' Indeed, the Constitution 


has been called ‘an open 
covenant secretly ar¬ 
rived at.’ Hence, the 
public did not learn the 
text of the Constitution 
for some days after the 
convention closed on 
Sept. 17, 1787. 

"But rumors already 
had been afloat about

“We’ve come a long way baby.” Maybe. 

The one room rural school, grades one 
through eight, pictured here, is not from an an¬ 
cient family album. This is a recent photograph 
of District 15, four miles north and a mile west 
of Wayne, Nebraska. It is still in operation. 

It is slightly different from what it was when 
three of the four Griffith girls began learning in 
the same basic building. Then, there was no 
vestibule to separate inside and outside. The 
older pupils took turns carrying buckets of water 
from a farm, a quarter mile distant. There 
were two little buildings with a "condition of the 
air,” half moon above the door and labeled by 
gender. And the shed stored coal, the primary 
heat source, and corn cobs to help start the coal 
fire. Today, there is ready water, and oil heat. 

For almost 250 years, the country school 
was the backbone of American education. As 
late as 1913, half the nation’s schoolchildren at¬ 
tended 212,000 rural schools. (In the 1934-35 
school year, California operated 1360 one-room 
schools.) 

With some disregard for spelling, it is noted 
that these early schools emphasized the “four 
Rs” - reading, writing, arithmetic and recitation. 

Grammar and spelling were also prominent. 

Yes, there were problems, and shortcomings. 

Teachers were not well trained. Since the school 
year was determined partly by necessity of hav¬ 
ing youngsters available for seasonal work.

scheduling was inconsistent. There were too 
many mature young men of 20 years enrolled. 

There was an important rite of spring, 
when all the kids completing the eighth grade 
gathered to take the famed “eighth grade exam¬ 
ination,” a standardized test to tell if the pupil 
was ready for high school. 

No one “passed” who could not read. A 
standard question on the mid-century Wayne 
County test was this one: What is one-fourth 
percent of $800? 

Fred Schroeder, University of Minnesota, 
Duluth, seems to have summarized the situation 
succinctly: “These schools seem to represent 
simpler times, surer values, clearer dedication 
and homely virtue. We can still learn from the 
country school.” 

But, 1 must return to the Griffith girls, 
three of whom started their educational adven¬ 
tures at District 15. All later received a college 
education, became teachers and otherwise de¬ 
veloped satisfying lives, enriched by visual arts, 
music and community participation. 

You know the youngest of the quartet, who 
has something to do with editing and publishing 
The News. 

However Jannene (Jan) started her learning 
in a model rural school on a teacher college cam¬ 
pus. 

Please, make no aspersions concerning the 
age of our friend, drawn from the fact that this 
“McCorkendale School” is now a historic site.

The Plague 
Albert Camus 

It begins with rats dying mysteriously in 
the French seaport town of Oran. Soon, cats 
and dogs, then people follow. At first, town 
officials are reluctant to call it an epidemic, 
much like the mayor of Amityville, who 
didn’t want to close the beaches Fourth of 
July weekend over a “little” shark attack. But 
when bubonic plague strikes full force, like 
the shark of “Jaws,” everyone suddenly sits 
us and takes notice, scrambling to isolate^the 
disaster and close the town. “The Plague” by 
Albert Camus thrusts us into the life of Oran 
during their quarantine. 


The narrator informs us that Oran is an 
unremarkable city - “treeless, glamourless, 
soulless.” Its citizens, much like any other 
place, so the narrator contends, “'ove one 
another without knowing much about it” and 
that “everyone is bored, and devotes himself 
to cultivating habits.” The narrator further 
observes that what makes Oran exceptional is 
how uncomfortable the town would be for the 
invalid, the sick and the dying due to violently 
changing weather conditions and other harsh 
factors. Plague is an unwelcome event in 
Oran, where people’s routines are disrupted, 
and they are forced to deal with those who are 
sick and dying in must unpleasant conditions 
while they must also examine their hearts in a 
time of crisis. 

Written in 1948, “The Plague” symboli¬ 
cally tells the tale of human conditions and 
reactions during World War II. Plague as 
metaphor, however, easily could be applied to 
spiritual and political conditions today. Delv¬ 
ing into why several citizens react to the 
epidemic differently, Camus opens our eyes to 
how and why people act and react the way 
they do in time of crisis.

The Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue 
Team was called at 5 , 
p.m. 

The first crew was 
standing at the top of 
the falls, getting ready 
to rappel down a rope 
into the pool at the lip 
of the falls at 5:30. Sab¬ 
rina and Mike were 
stranded on the far side 
of the pool with Sabrina 
literally hanging on by 
her fingertips. When the 
first team member 
reached Mike, he was 
already shivering and 
entering the first stages 
of hypothermia. 

Heavy parkas were 
put on Mike and Sab¬ 


rina while other team 
members started hook¬ 
ing up the ropes that 
would be used to move 
them to safety. A sec¬ 
ond team member was 
lowered into the pool to 
swim over to the edge 
of the falls where Mike 
was waiting. Mike was 
tied into two long 
ropes. The team mem¬ 
ber positioned himself 
behind Mike in order to 
guide both of them over 
the falls and down to 
safety. 

By this time, Sabri¬ 
na’s bare feet were 
losing feeling as the 
temperature started to 
drop. Taking her down 
the same way Mike was 
taken down wasn’t go¬ 
ing to be easy because it 
would mean she and the 
team member would 
have to swim danger¬ 
ously close to the lip of 
the falls before the 
ropes would be able to 
hold them. The only 


other way out was to 
pull her to the trail 
about 65 feet above. 

Her rescuer tied her 
into his rope, position¬ 
ing himself behind her 
and called for the crew 
above to start lifting. 
First they had to be 
pulled across the pool 
and then through the 
water cascading down 
from the canyon above. 
With clockwork preci¬ 
sion, the crew on the 
trail was able to pull 
them to safety. 

Sabrina was given dry 
clothes, wrapped in 
blankets and placed in a 
stretcher for the trip 
back to Chantry Flat. 
Mike had gained enough 
strength to walk out 
under his own power. 

By the time Sabrina, 
Mike and the team ar¬ 
rived at Chantry Flat, 
she felt good enough to 
ride in a car. After 
thanking their rescuers, 
Sabrina and Mike head-

Detective John Cordischi has had a variety 
of interesting jobs, from being a singing waiter 
to serving in both the U.S. Navy and Merchant 
Marines, and now he is on the staff of the 
Sierra Madre Police.

He started as a paramedic in 1972 and 
worked as a Los Angeles County Paramedic for 
eight years. He became a Reserve Officer with 
the West Covina PD in 1977 then in 1980 he 

came to Sierra Madre. 

He is a single father of two children, 
Lauren, 11, and Kevin, 8. He says he s single 
and lookin’.” 

Cordischi says that it is easier to bring a

What brouglit him here? “The people and 
the atmosphere. People are concerned about 
the community. When you have that concern 
you have cooperation.” 

One of Cordischi’s hobbies is his Harley 
Davidson which he has enjoyed for “Four or 
five years.” Each year he travels to Sturgis, 
S.D., for the Black Hills motorcycle get- 
together in the first week of August. He also 
rides for the Love Ride for Muscular Dystrophy 
in November. 

Other hobbies include diving but he says he 
hasn’t done that for years. “Jobs like this get 
you too tied up,” he concluded.

It's Time for DciflincS Pizzo 
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Sam Kirk: 94 and many more years to go

Samuel (“Sam”) Irwin Kirk turned 94 on June 
14, 21 years after retiring and proud to be an active 
resident of Sierra Madre. But who’s counting? 

‘ Kirk is, for one: “I’d like to think I’m the oldest 
living native Californian in Sierra Madre,” he said. 
“If there’s an older native. I’d like to know who 
they are.” 

Responding with his wife, Catherine, to The 
News’ request for information on residents over 90, 
Kirk visited with us last week, sharing the highlights 
of his professional, recreational and family life. 
Asked for his best advice to those who aspire to the 
long, healthy life, he offered the following tips: “No 
smoking, no drinking, no fast night life,”—in spite 
of his wife’s objections. 

“I’ve always kept busy keeping up the place,” 
he said of his home on Sierra Madre Boulevard. 
Prior to retiring, Kirk kept active as a choir director 
and as a superintendent of instruction at a barber 
college. 

“All that good food on the farm,” he added, 
referring to his home of 20 years, “I’ve been very 
careful about my living, never dissipated.” 

Kirk and his wife have three children (six, coun¬ 
ting in-laws, if you ask his wife), and six grandsons, 
ages 9 to 22. 

The family first moved to Sierra Madre in 1940, 
the same year of their marriage, “Just after the new 
pipe organ was installed at the Congregational 
Church,” he said, recalling that his wife was at that 
time the church organist. Indeed, the Kirks have 
always been active in church music. 

Kirk, who says he is unable to see to read, write 
or drive anymore, has directed and performed in 
over a dozen musical organizations throughout the 
years, including a number in Sierra Madre and en¬ 
virons. Beginnning with the United Presbyterian 
Church in Pasadena and Bethany Church, Kirk has 
also performed and directed at Calvary Baptist 
Church, the Los Angeles Choral Society, the 
Smallman Professional Choir, Mount Olive 
Lutheran Church, Sierra Madre Congregational

Church, and Sierra Madre Methodist Church, 

The only remaining of nine children in his farm 
family from Belota, California (near Stockton), 
Kirk was gifted with an award-winning voice which 
he developed 15 years after playing the baritone 
bass. “I didn’t see any future in just blowing the 
horn, so I took up singing,” he said, downplaying 
his proficiency in both areas. 

With a degree in music teaching and choral 
directing from the USC School of Music, Kirk has 
trained many a singer in the San Gabriel Valley, and 
was invited, at the age of 63, to become a paid 
soloist at the First Baptist Church of Pasadena in 
1 % 2 . 

“Now, to make a living...” he added, “When a 
friend started his barber college in Pasadena in 1935, 
he talked me into taking a course and getting a 
barber’s license. In 1937, I completed my appren¬ 
ticeship and joined my friend as an instructor at the 
barber’s college.” Eventually, he was appointed 
superintendent of instruction, a position in which he 
served for 35 years. 

“They still have barber colleges and beauty 
schools all over,” he said. “I even took a course in 
permanent waving.” 

Retired since 1972, he said he provided his 
family with haircuts throughout his children’s up¬ 
bringing, and that his son, a barber for two summers, 
now cuts his father’s hair. 

Kirk has seen much of the country aboard 
mobile homes which he has owned throughout the 
years. Beginning with a 14-foot trailer which he pur¬ 
chased for vacations with his family and extending, 
in 1985, to the 25-foot Airstream in which he and his 
wife travelled to Alaska, Kirk said he has been in 
every state except Louisiana and Florida, plus every 
province in Canada. Through various Airstream 
group expeditions, Kirk said he has visited a variety 
of additional locales, including New Zealand and 
Hawaii. 

Kirk, himself one one nine siblings in his fami¬ 
ly, was reared on a farm and said he believes strong¬ 
ly in family life. Each Thanksgiving and Christmas

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City looking for police chief 


It’s been no secret in 
Sierra Madre that the 
sergeants, when draw¬ 
ing overtime, make 
more money than the 
chief of police. And 
now that the city is 
looking to replace re¬ 
cently-resigned Police 
Chief I.E. (Bill) Betts, 
the council is scouting 
salaries of other contig¬ 
uous cities. 

Interim Police Chief 
John Thurman told the 
City Council last week 
that job applications 
should be distributed by 
Nov. 12, and that candi¬ 
date screening and 
selection will be com¬ 
pleted by mid-December 
when a replacement will 
be named. 

Sierra Madre’s chief 
of police was drawing 
$4348 per month or 
$52,176 per year. 


which, according to 
Thurman, is the lowest 
salary among San Gab¬ 
riel Valley cities. San 
Marino Police Chiefs 
monthly salary is $6050 
or $72,600 per year. 

Candidates must have 
served at least five 
continuous years as 
sergeant or higher in a 
law enforcement agency 
and have graduated 
from an accredited 
university, with a de¬ 
gree in criminology, 
public or police admin¬ 
istration, business ad¬ 
ministration or other 
related field. 

The salary and bene¬ 
fits include the follow¬ 
ing: $4892 monthly 
salary, use of vehicle,

The title for Pastor’s 
sermon was "Perfect 
Strangers."

"A- 
Affirmation"—you must 
affirm your mate iri 
Christ and look upon 
him/her as Jesus sees 
them. "F-Forgiveness"- 
forgiveness is at the 
very core of a marriage 
and is considered a 
sacrament in the rela¬ 
tionship. "E-Elfort"—if 
your marriage is to 
succeed you are going 
to have to make every 
effort to make it suc¬ 
ceed.' It’s an endless job 
that needs constant 
attention. Peruse this 
formula for a SAFE 
marriage and I think 
that you will agree that 
if you apply these prin¬ 
ciples, you will be well 
along the road to reach¬ 
ing the goal of a suc¬ 
cessful marriage in 
Christ.

Dear Dr. Tami, 


My cat seems to have a dirty chin all the time. 
Is this common and is there anything I can do 
to clean it? 

Your cat probably has feline acne. This can 
occur in adolescent and adult cats and is 
fairly common. Some cats have difficulty 
washing their chin so surface lipids and dirt 
accumulate and predispose the skin to come 
to formation (pimples). Treatment consists 
primarily of daily cleansing with an antibac¬ 
terial shampoo. If the infection is severe 
enough then oral and topical antibiotics may 
be needed It is important to also check the 
inside of his mouth. An infected or painful 
tooth can be a reason for him to stop clean¬ 
ing his chin properly.
